New Testament and the Septuagint, and iater usi 
also the original Old Testament Hebrew text.

his death in 420 he worked in the Scriptures, sep 
of his commentaries being read to this day.

Present pastor of Holy Trinity Lutheran Church ¢ 
South Tottenham, London, and member of the EL 
Executive Council, the Rev. Louis A. Brighton wa 
born on a Sunday morning, October 30, 1927 
Saskatoon, the capital of the Canadian province ¢ 
Saskatchewan. 


Mr. Brighton received his primary education at Pani 
Illinois where his father, a Lutheran minister, wi 
serving a congregation. From 1943-46 he attend 
Concordia College, Fort Wayne, Indiana. From 1946 
he served in the American Army, the greater part 
Korea and Japan, Here the desire to enter the min} 
stry was born. Returning’/to Ameria, he attend 
Washington University for a time and then enroll 
at Concordia Theological Seminary, St. Louis 

(1948, earning the B.A, degree in 1950 and the B, 
in 1952. After graduation in 1952, he accepted t 
Call to London. . 


Mr. Brighton was married in 1948 to Miss Mary Be 
Williams, They have four children: one boy Stew 
born in St.-Louis in 1951; - and three girls: Ant}, . 
Christine, and Mary Helen, all born in London, 
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| Our Blind Reethren 
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Blinded by an accident at the age of three, Louis 
braille (1809-1852) nevertheless became a professor 
and invented the alphabet called by his name. Fach 
if a number of arrangements of dots embossed on a 
tuitabie paper represents a letter or number which 
ai blind person can read by Alga his finger over 
the raised portions. 


Jur Church's Mission to the Blind is unique among 
Protestant churches and has evoked the admiration 
of many responsible people, among them Helen Keller. 
The Lutheran Library for the Blind, Iccated in St. 
Louis, U.S.A., makes Christian books available in 
Braille, Moon, and on long—playing Talking Book 
fecords. The lutheran Messenger (Braille) and The 
futheran Heraid (Moon) are among the leaders in 
Circulation in their respective fields and are read 
by the blind throughout the world. The Herald has 
170 readers in England alone. Teen Time is our youth 
magazine in Braille. 


Periodicals and such books as the Catechism and 
Hymnal are printed by Braille presses, but wherever 
the dewand for a single item is too small to merit 
the cost of printing, a body of volunteer Lutheran 
ladies called the Transcribers assume the task. 


ut of love for their Saviour and for sightless 
people, these Christian women have mastered the 
Braille system and devote their spare time to em— 
bossing by hand printed material, one lady having 
transcribed ninety complete books by hand. 

The Transcribers divide themselves into groups, 
éach group assuming responsibility for a specific 
phase of the work. One section transcribes hymns in 
loose-leaf form; another renders our regular Sunday 
School lessons into Braille; a third undertakes the 
granting of individual requests like that ofa blind 
Mother who wanted school books put into Braille so 
that she could help her seeing child with her home- 
work, This one assignment tock 600 pages in Braille.

i) Memorial Service for the Rev. Professor William 
?, Arndt was held at Concordia Seminary, St. Louis, 
ieeesouri on March 3, 1957. The Memorial Sermon was 
preached by Prof, Richard Caemmerer while the Pres- 
ident of the institution, Dr. A. 0, Fuerbringer, 
delivered the Appreciation. A tape recording of this 
Jervice is available upon request. 


The late Dr. Arndt served since 1921 as professor 
of New Testament Exegesis and Literature at this 
[utheran divinity school which has at present more 
an 1000 ministerial trainees enrolled, Last summer 
was given leave of absence to found a programme 
ministerial training at Cambridge for the Church 
‘in this country. 


lpr. Arndt died suddenly on the railway platform at 
Cambridge on Monday, February 25th while travelling 
‘from a week-end with his cousin, Mr. Victor Graf of 
rnborough, Kent to his lectures at Cambridge. His 
iremains were flown back to St. Louis where interment 
took place in a private service on March 7th.
